Dec. 21.—Famous 
sine;' anti-bell urn days for the race he 
rod* on Ypsilanti tfj win a lady and a 
fortune for his master, Russ Harris, 
negro jockey and trainer B dead at 
the aire of eighty years. 
White experts admitted that Harris 
could talk to a horse. Also they knew 
the wonderful gift he had of getting 
his horse to run in the last lap. Nei­ 
ther will they ever forget the race 
Ypsilanti made with'the black man on 
his back. 
Harris wag riding for William Yan- 
cy, a planter, and it was twelve years 
before the war. 
Rivalries among the 
rich horse owners in Mississippi and 
Louisiana had come to the point where 
a lot et theta were betting more on 
th* sr livestock than their means af­ 
forded. 
When the series of elimina­ 
tion ram s was over Yancy stood to 
lose I:is 5,000 acres in one bet if Ypsi­ 
lanti failed to come in first. 
But far beyond mere land and mon­ 
ey was another prize, the girl to whom 
he had been engaged for a year. Two 
days before the race she told Yancy 
she would not marry him if his horse 
did not vin over Will Crawford’s 
marc, that stood favorite in the bet­ 
ting.

While President Taft and His Adviser* 
Take No Action to Burden the In- 
coming Administration With Mili­ 
tary Operations A ga i net Its WRI* 
Washington Observers Declare Sit­ 
uation Can No Longer Be Endured, 


Washington, Dec. 21.—With the dis- 
closure of the latest phase of the rela­ 
tions between this government and 
Mexico, the extreme gravity of the sit­ 
uation that will confront the Wilson 
administration on March 4 through it* 
Inheritance of the Mexican trouble has 
just become evident. 
The nearness of the date of the re­ 
tirement of President Taft has made 
it apparent here that there will be no 
change in the policy of this govern­ 
ment toward Mexico during the re­ 
maining two months of the present 
administration. The prejidfnt and his 
advisers wi’l continue to deal with the 
situation 
itll patience and forbear­ 
ance and to give moral support to the 
regularly constituted authority in Mex­ 
ico. 
It is felt that it woald be highly 
Im pre 1 cr fr'r tho Taft administration. 
to take any action between now and 
March * that would burden the incom­ 
ing administration with the necessity 
of carrying on military operate us 
against its wilL 
Yet it is frankly acknowledged that 
conditions in Mexico are w’orse than 
ever before. It 4s admitted that a sit­ 
uation beyond which the United States 
could not with self-respect endure 
more. is nearer now than three moi 
is 
ago. when a sharp note of warning 
was sent to Mexico. 
Mexico’s reply 
to that noto is unsatisfactory and re­ 
quires that another note be sent to 
President Madero in the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
It is certain that this note will 
be even less agreeable to the Mexican 
government than was President Ta.Us 
note of Sept. 15 last. 
Yet it will not 
be in any way an ultimatum. 
The note now in preparation will 
sharply call Mexico to account for her 
neglect 
to 
provide 
protection 
for 
American life and property, and it 
will be left to President Wilson and 
his secretary of state to invoke force 
if they choose to do so. 
More complaints and more urgent 
calls are I ing received from Ameri­ 
cans throughout Mexico now 
than 
three months ago. when President 
Taft's note was sent to the Madero 
government. 
George Fred Williams, 
testifying before the senate sub-com­ 
mittee, declared that the arm of fed­ 
eral authority in southern Mexico is 
paralyze ! and that the authority of the 
Madero gov* rnment in that region has 
practically disappeared. The state de­ 
partment Itself has made public dis­ 
patches recounting the kidnapping of 
J. Morro vs, a t American citizen, road- 
master of t ’< Mexican Northwestern 
railroad. 
Ho was caught by oandits 
posing as “rebels” only twenty-five 
miles south cf .inarez. on the border, 
and carried off into the hills to be held 
tor ransom. 
The state department 
also has received dispatches from Ca- 
nanea to the effect that 950 Mexican 
miners employed by an American cor­ 
poration had gone on strike and were 
threatening violence. 
The anti-Amer­ 
ican feeling at Cananea is very strong. 
The striking miners greatly outnum­ 
ber the federal garrison, and serious 
trouble is feared at any moment. 
Americans who have come to Wash­ 
ington recently from the border states 
or from Mexico itself have show* a 
surprising unanimity of view on the 
Mexican 
situation. 
Practically 
all 
have stated it to be their firm belief 
that intervention in Mexico by the 
United States is inevitable. The state 
department has prepared for the con­ 
sideration of congress a recital of the 
wrongs suffered by Americans In Mex­ 
ico, with a recapitulation of each case 
of American loss of life and property 
besides 
the official 
correspondence 
showing what has been said to Mex­ 
ico. what she has promised and to 
what extent she has fulfilled her prem­ 
ises. 
All this information will be

FRAUD IS CHARGED 
IN USE OF MAILS 


O ffe rs Bl Sterling Debenture 


Company Arrested. 


New Y< rk. Dec. 21 —Six of inc offi­ 
cers and director* of the Sterling i n ­ 
born ur«' company have been gathered 
in b;- postoffice inspector*. 
Three of 
the directors are "till at large, but will 
probably be arrested shortly. 
Postoffice Inspector Kimball, one of 
the mm who did th** investigating for 
the government, said that the com­ 
pany itself has made $10,000,000 since 
1900 through its commi-sions for sell­ 
ing stock in various companies. Chits 
Inspector Dixon, in charge or tho local 
division of the postoffice inspector*, 
Bays that the Sterling company had 
done more business than any of the 
stock selling companies which have 
recently got into trouble. 
The charge made against the six 
men and which will be made against 
the three yet to be arrested, is fraudu­ 
lent use of the mail in connection with 
selling stock in the Oxford IJnen com­ 
pany of Brookfield. Mass., a Maine 
corporation which has a capitalization 
of iis.nno.ftoo. 
The government has found a num­ 
ber of persons to whom the Sterling 
company sent letters, which the gov­ 
ernment alleges were for the purpose 
of fraud, in making fraudulent claims 
altout the Oxford Linen company. As 
this was for the purpose of selling 
stock, it is against the law. The men

president of the company; Samuel T. 
Findlay, Harry If. Platt, Sidney Ro­ 
senbaum.

a city shall have not more than one 
saloon to each 500 inhabitants or 
less than one saloon to each 1,000 
inhabitants. 
Judge Blair read the 


^commissioners record in which they 
established one saloon to each 1,000 
inhabitants. In determining the pop- 
ulation it was found that this city 
had over six thousand people and ac- 
cordingly the commissioners granted 
»ii licenses. 


In the opinion of Judge Blair tbe 


spirit of the Proctor law was to reg- 
ulate and decrease the number of 
saloons. The law as cited by the 
judge makes no provision for frac- 
tional parts of 1,000 and 500 in de- 
ierming the number of saloons to be 
in a city. 
Along this line Judge 


Blair referred to the senate journals 
and showed that before the passage 
of the Proctor law numerous amend- 
ments were offered attempting to fix 
a fractional part to the bill but all 
were voted down. This was given by 
the court to show the intentions of 
the law as passed by the legislature. 


The law according, to Judge BJair 


states very plainly that the commis- 
sioners court has the sole power to 
say what the number of saloons shall 
be in this city. Attorneys for Sew- 
ard have argued that since this city 
has over 6000 population it is entitled 
to seven saloons but Judge Blair 
ruled this was not true and stated he 
could find no authority to prove it 
true. Judge Blair held that the Fay-

ago. when a sharp note of warning 
was sent to Mexico. Mexico's reply 
to that note is unsatisfactory and re- 
quires that another note be sent to 
President Madero in the immediate fu- 
ture. It is certain that this note will 
be even less agreeable to the Mexican 
government than was President Tart's 
note of Sept. 15 last. Yet it will not 
be in any way an ultimatum. 


The note now in preparation will 


sharply call Mexico to account for her 
neglect to 
provide protection for 


American life and property, and it 
will be left to President Wilson and 
his secretary of state to invoke force 
if they choose to do so. 


Mpre complaints and more urgent 


calls are being received from Ameri- 
cans throughout Mexico now than 
three months ago. when President 
Taft's note was sent to the Madero 
government. 
George Frecl Williams, 


testifying before the senate sub-com- 


eral authority in southern Mexico is 


yzecl and that the authority of the 


government in that region has 


practically disappeared. The state de- 
partment itself has made public dis- 
patches recounting the kidnapping of 
J. Morreys. an American citizen, road- 
taaster of t";e Mexican Northwestern 
.railroad. 
He was caught by oandits 


posing as "rebels" only twenty-five 
miles south of .iiiarez, on the border, 
and carried off into the hills to be held 
tor ransom. 
The state department 


also has received dispatches from Ca- 
nanea to the effect that 950 Mexican 
miners employed by an American cor- 
poration had gone on strike and were 
threatening violence. The anti-Amer- 
ican feeling at Canahea is very strong. 
The striking miners greatly outnum- 
ber the federal garrison, and serious 
trouble is feared at any moment. 


Americans who have come to Wash- 


ington recently from the border states 
or from Mexico itself have shown a 
surprising unanimity of view on the 
Mexican situation. 
Practically 
all 


have stated it to be their flrm belief 
that intervention in Mexico by Ike 
Valted States is inevitable. The state 
department has prepared for the con- 
sideration of congress a recital of the 
wrongs suffered by Americans la Hex- 
too. with a recapitulation of each ease 
ot American loss of life and property 
besides the official correspomdean 
showing what has been said to Mex- 
ico, what she has promised and to 
what extent she has fulfilled her nn»ai 
lees.

FRAUD IS CHARGED 


IN USE OF MAILS 


Officers of Sterling Debenture 


Company Arrested, 


New York. Dec. 21.—Six of the offi- 


cers and directors of the Sterling De- 
benture company have been gathered 
in liy postolfice inspectors. Three of 
the directors are still at larp;p. lint will 
probably be arrested shortly. 


PostolBce Inspector Kimball. one of 


the men who did the investisating for 
the government, said that the com- 
pany itself has made $10.000,000 since 
1900 through its commissions for sell- 
ing stock in various companies. Chief 
Inspector Dixon. in charge of the local 
division 04' the post-office inspectors. 
says that the Sterling company had 
done more business than any of the 
stock selling companies which have 
recently got into trouble. 


The charge made against the six 


men and which will be made against 
the three yet to be arrested, is fraudu- 
lent use of the mail in connection with 
selling stock in the Oxford Linen com- 
pany of Urookfield. Mass., a Maine 
corporation which has a capitalization 
Of $18,0«0.000. 


The government has found a num- 


ber of persons to whom the Sterling 
company sent letters, which the gov- 
ernment alleges, were for the purpose 
of fraud, in making fraudulent claims 
about the Oxford Linen company. As 
this was for the purpose of selling 
stock, it is against the law. The men 
arrested are Frank AV. Shumaker, 
president.of the company; Samuel T. 
Findlay, Harry H. Platt, Sidney Ro- 
senbaum. E. A. Barren and Wilbur 
M. Stone, who are held in bail for 
trial.
